UPPSK RED HOOK, N. Y., Aug. 21.— 
Candidate Bryan has laid out a quiet 
day for the next twenty-four hours. 
After he has worked all the morning on 
hiB letter of acceptance and his mail, 
he nill spend the afternoon at a nearby 
fishing resort. 
He read the newspaper 
account of the alleged cordial support 
of the ticket by the New York democ- 
racy and smiled contentedly. 
He said 
he did not believe the aituation had 
been exaggerated, and that he had 
always believed the state democrats 
would be true to the party nominees. 
From SyraouEe, Buffalo, Rochester and 
Albany Mr. Bryan has received assur- 
ances of the support of the county 
democrats and notification that the 
arrangements in those localities are 
entirely in charge of the democratic 
county committ^s. 
Mr. Bryan was 
shown a morning paper which reported 
Mr. Croker'g endorsement of the Chi- 
cago ticket. 
Helsaid he was gratified 
to ind so many eastern democrats fall- 
ing in line and added that before the 
campaign closed he expected the co- 
operation of all democrats except thoee 
whose pecuniary interest might be 
better advanced by the gold standard. 
It is said that Dr. Jenkins, of New 
York, gave Mr. Bryan intimation that 
Mr. Croker would be with him. 
J)r. 
Jenkins 
is a brother-in law of the 
former Tammany chief. 


WASHiKfJxoN, Aug. 21.—Senator Ba 
con. of Georgi", who has just returned 
from the Pacific coast, was at the 
democratic headquarters today. In an. 
interview he said that as the sentiment 
now exists in the country Bryan will 
be elected, but that the republicans 
told him the sentiment of the people 
will change before elcclion. 
The sena- 
tor said he failed to see that the senti- 
ment of the country through which he 
passed had changed, but was inclined 
to think that the money which the 
republicans are putting into the cam- 
paign will have its efiFeot. He did not 
mean by this, he added, that voters 
will be bought, but that republicans 
will get their literature more largely 
circulated, will have more speakers and 
will have more and better informed 
men at many places who will be able to 
defeat the democrats in argument. He 
said he noticed at the stations and 
other places where there were groups 
talking, arguing the silver question 
in every instance, that as a general 
thing the republican waa better in- 
formed and could array his argument 
with more efiect, and when he got the 
best t>f his democratic antagonist, he 
was likely to carry the crowd with him. 
This he attributed to a large circulation 
of literature and special work of the 
republicans, who were posting men 
everywhere to be able to argue the 
question. 
Senator Bacon thought that 
this was the only feature wherein the 
republicans were succeeding, and said 
he had no doubt that all this would be 
counteracted by the democrats. 


Chairman 
Babcock returned from 
New York today. He had a conference 
with Chairman Hanns, of the national 
committee yesterday, and feels very 
well satisfied with the result of the 
campaign thus far. He says that Mr. 
Hanna 
reports everything in good 
shape and the work of the campaign 
progressing very satisfactorily. 
Mr. 
Babcock says that the congressional 
campaign committtee is in daily receipt 
of information tending to'show the 
successful work of the committee in 
sending'out literature. 
He says that 
the reports show the people are very 
anxious to read the documents, which 
are having g^od effect in arming the 
republicans so that they can meet all 
the arguments of the democrats. "Our 
object," said he, "is not so much to 
make proselytes, in sending out this 
literature, but to arm our own people, 
go that they may be informed and 
ready in argument. 
One man writes 
me that he had destributed 300 docu- 
ments we sent him and that these 
documents 
have 
won 
over 
sixty 
voters to the republican cause." Some 
of the silver loaders in 
Washing- 
ton are not at all 
surprised 
at 
the course of events in Id^ho, where 
the populists and democrats have fused 
leaving the silver republicans to flock 
by themselves. 
One who has recently 
returned from the west, says that the 
result is largely due to the course 
Senator Dubois has pursued in Idaho. 
Instead ^f cutting loose from the re- 
publican party, Senator Dubois and hie 
friends went into the republican com- 
mittee and carried it by one msjority, 
and instead of organizing as a silver 
party or inviting fusion, maintained 
that 
'their 
organization 
is 
re- 
publican. 
The populists 
and demo- 
crats claimed that any 
republican 
organization ought to ba for Mc- 
Kinley 
if it 
claimed 
the 
name, 
and insisted that Dubois must leave the 
republican party as Teller and Petti 
grew have done. 
There has been a 
great deal of hostility between Dubois 
and the other two parties, and the 
populisls and democrats say that if they 
elect Dubois senator they will not be 
sure that he will remain with them. 
Silver men here say they have informa- 
tion that the Bryan electoral ticket will 
carry the state, and that the antagon 
iam is more personal to Dubois th'an 
anything else.

CHILI'S 
T A R I F T L A W S . 


T h e N e w Revision Greatly A f - 
f e c t s America. 


Cotton 
is Placed on the Free liist. Bat 
Mannfactnrca Articles 
Are 
Taxed Highly. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—Chili is con- 
templating a revision of her tariff laws, 
which, when effected, will have an 
iVuportant bearing on a number of 
American products, principally cotton, 
which Chili will place on the free list 
with the hope that the introduction of 
the raw 
product from the United 
States will encourage the manufacture 
of the finished product in Chili. 
The 
minister of finance has drawn the bill 
and has submitted it to both houses, 
although the elections 
promise 
to 
delay 
its fadoption. 
The present 
normal rate of duty is 25 per cent, 
ad valorem. 
This will be retained as 
the standard, but a number of new 
schedules are created. 
One of these is 
a 60 per cent ad valorem, and is an 
application of the principle of high 
protection. 
Included in this list are 
articles of house 
furniture, wooden 
doors and windows, 
coaches, 
carts, 
wheelbarrows, brooms, tool handles, 
and a number of other things which 
the United States does now ship to 
Chili. 
The articles mentioned are 
exported from this country in consid- 
erable 
quantities. 
the 
item 
of 
carriages and carts reaching 
half 
a million 
annually. 
Agricultural 
implements, 
which 
are 
shipped 
in 
large 
quantities, 
are 
taken 
out of the free list and taxed at 15 per 
cent, ad valorem; also tools, irou bars, 
rakes, hoes, etc. 
A number of articles, 
principally for domestic use, are raised 
from 25 to 35 advalorem. 
Besides 
cotton to be transferred to the free list, 
are cotton yarns, chemicals of various 
kinds, jute, /^inen, wheels and axles, 
zinc sheets, gloves, etc 
Chili was not 
one of the countries to enter into 
reciprocity 
arrangements 
with 
the 
United States under the provisions of 
the McKinley tariff law of 1890, but 
the trade between the countries has 
always been considerable.

Senotor Jones said there was 
too much noise from the street trafilo 
on Randolph street in the suite of 
rooms which had been selected at the 
Sherman and immediately afterward 
the headquarters were changed to the 
annex. 
The battle between the two 
great parties will therefore be directed 
from the same location, practically con- 
ducted under the same roof. The state 
central committee will continue its 
work at the old stand in the Sherman 
house. 
The state democratic commit- 
tee, like the 
state republican, was 
anxious to conduct its campaign in 
Illinois 
in 
conjunction 
with 
the 
national campaign. 
Secretary -Nelson 
and 
Chairman 
Heinrichsen 
had 
been 
in 
hopes 
that 
the 
head- 
quarters of bath 
committees would 
be located in the same hotel. 
Secre- 
tary Nelson arranged this morning to 
add two more rooms to the state head- 
quarters at the Randolph street hos- 
telry, and the democratic campaign in 
Illinois will be conducted on its own 
account from that point. 
This is pre- 
cisely what happened with the republi- 
can state committee. 
The heads of 
that organiz ition urgèd Mark Hanna 
to locate the national headquarters in 
the Great Northern hotel, where it 
would be close to the state headquar- 
ters, but the man from Ohio refused. 
Up to noon today Senator Jones had 
made but few appointments, the princi- 
pal ones baing Clark Howell, of Geor- 
gia, as chief of the literary bureau; F. 
U. Adams, as chief 
assistant, 
ard 
Daniel McConville, of Ohio, as chairman 
af the speftkers' bureau.

Two Men Killed. 


PARRY SOUND, Ont, Aug. 
?A —While 
a number of men were blasting in a 
rock cut near here today, a heavy

B. Skiff, the 
manager of the last named company, 
to recover damages in the sum of 11,995 
for having been the cause of the death 
of the said Elmer Ferguson during the 
exhibition of the "Last Days of Pom- 
peii" at Centime's park last Monday 
night. 


The complaint alleges the fact of the 
deceased's death and the circumstances 
which are already familiar 
to 
the 
readers of THB SENTINEL, and says the 
deceased Ferguson was one of those 
who took part in the rendition ot the 
play and that trouble arose between 
him and Kahlert, the agent of the Pain 
company, and that eaid Ferguson was 
killed in the fight which took place. 


The sensational part of the complaint 
filed is the allegation that KaLlert, the 
company's agent, during the trouble 
said to the other employes, referring to 
Ferguson: 
"Let him have it, boys," 
and immediately thereafter the blow 
was struck that resulted in Ferguson's 
death. 


The exhibition of the "Last Days of 
Pompeii" was given under the manage 
ment of the Fort Wayne Consolidated 
Street Railroad company, and for this 
reason 
they are made a party to the 
suit. 


FAILURE OP THE "PAIB ' STORE. 


Today deeds of assignment, or rather 
chattle mortgages, on the property of 
Herman G. Upmeyer, who conducts 
The Fair," the general store at 31 
East Berry street and 61 and 63 Clinton 
street, with John Driebelbiss as trustee, 
were filed with County Recorder Rich- 
elderfer. 


The mortgage covers the large stock 
of dry goods, crockery, hardware, etc., 
which is located in these rooms, and 
which is estimated to be worth $35,000. 
The creditors named in the mortgage 
are home men and foreign firms, and 
there are 103 of them, 
the amounts 
varying 
from 
$953 
down 
to 
$5 and one or two smaller amounts. 
The amount of the indebtedness of the 
preferred creditors will reach $4 000. 
The largest creditor is Herman Sued- 
hoff, $1,056, and Stein & Block, of 
Toledo, $500; Hamilton bank, $550; 
John Dreibelbiss, $250; and Robert 
Dreibelbiss, $300. 


John Driebelbiss, the trustee, 
in 
charge of the store, says the depression 
in business is the cause of the firm's 
embarrassment 
and the inability to 
pay their oljligations. 
He is'now tak- 
ing an i nvoice of the stock. 
He says 
the 
firm 
has more 
than 
enough 
assets to pay all their debts 
and 
that the store will be ópen for the dis- 
posal of the stock in a week or ten 
days. 


Mr. Upmeyer came here 
several 
years ago and has been conducting a 
large business. 
It is to be hoped that 
his affairs will be so arranged that he 
can resume business again. 


SUIT FOR DAMAGES. 


James B. Shoaff, through his attor- 
neys, Breen & Morris, has begun suit 
in the superior court asking $10,000 
damages from the Fort Wayne Consol- 
idated railroad company. 
He alleges 
in his complaint that he was driv- 
ing 
across 
the 
company's 
tracks 
on Calhoun street when his 
horse 
received an electric shock from the 
rails, which were charged with elec- 
tricity. 
The shock frightened 
the 
horse and it ran away. 
Mr. Schoaff 
was thrown out of the buggy and 
severely injured about the head and 
other parts of the body and he has 
been confined to his bed ever since 
The accident happened on the 25 th of 
last July.

With the tankage which they will 
erect in Indiana and the refining plant 
and tanks needed at the Chicago end 
it is estimated that their investment, 
aside from the original purchase price, 
will represent $1,500.000.

Mystery deepens in the Ferguson 
murder case. 
There was a preliminary 
hearing before Mayor Scherer 
this 
morning, at which several witnesses 
told conflicting stories, but the sum- 
ming up proves beyond a doubt that 
the man who killed Elmer Furguson at 
the Pompeii exhibition last Monday 
night is still at large. 


Last night the officers arrested an- 
other attache of the show, Raphael 
Hicks, upon suspicion, evidence having 
been furnished by George W. Fergu- 
son, of this city, to the eflfect that 
Hicks strongly resembled the man who 
struck the fatal blow, and might prove 
to be the guilty man. 


This morning Hicks waa arraigned on 
the affidavit sworn to by Mr. Ferguson. 
James McCormick, also of the show, 
who was arrested on suspicion several 
days ago, was brought into court at the 
same time. 


Baphael Hicks, a man about forty 
years of age. with dark hair and mous- 
tache, black restless eyes, and weighing 
about 160 pounde, would answer to the 
rough 
description furnished to the 
officers of the murderer. When brought 
into court his actions betrayed a terri- 
ble anxiety over the outcome of the 
trial, but the other prisoner, McCor- 
mick, was the very opposite of Hicks 
in appearance and action, and sat 
throughout the proceedings with a 
composed air, yet watching with inter- 
est the progress of ^he examination. 


Attorneys S. L, Morris and W. H. 
Shambaugh, who were retained by the 
Pompeii management, appeared for the 
defense, while Prosecutor Donghman 
took care of the state's evidence. 


The first witness called was 


GEORGE W. FKRGUSOY, , 


of this city, who, until recently, was 
connected with the laundry department 
of the Indiana 
School 
for Feeble 
Minded Youth. 


The witness testified substantially 
that he took a part in the exhibition 
last Monday night, the night of the 
murder, and was within ten feet of 
where it occurred. 
He heard Ferguson 
and Oscar Eahlert, the property man, 
have a dispute, resulting in a fight 
between the two men, and saw Kahlert 
strike Ferguson first. The latter was 
getting the best of his assailant when 
the fatal blow was struck by ^ome one 
else. 
During the fight he saw Hicks 
attempt to pull up a stake, disappear- 
ing soon a'terwards. 
Then Ferguson 
was murdered. 
Shortly 
after 
the 
murder he saw Hicks come into the 
tent from the north end. 
Although 
there was a crowd of eight or ten men 
in the melee outside the tent where 
the murder took place he got a glimpse 
of the man who dealt the blow and 
thought that in appearance he was like 
Hicks. 
Could not swear that it was 
Hicks, 
After the murder he was told 
by several persons that "Stake and 
Chain" Charley had killed iferguson, 
but did not know who Charley was. 
He heard Will Brady, Jasper Weikel 
and Joe Hamilton discussing the mat- 
ter. 


Upon cross examination the witness 
stated that he saw a heavy set man 
belonging to the show pass through 
the tent shortly before the murder. 
Previous to this the witness made a 
statement that no others than Zahlert 
and Hicks, of the show members, were 
seen by him. 
His testimony became 
confused and less in^portant toward 
the last. 


Th'e witness stM^d that he was not a 
relative of the murdered man. 


GEORGE W. TOSKER 


Was then called. 
Yonker resides on 
Maumee avenue and is a painter by 
trade. 
He was hir^d to take part in 
the performance on the night of the 
murder; saw the fight between Kahlert 
and Ferguson. 
The man who struck 
and killed Ferguson was not Hicks. 
The man who did the hitting shot out 
aUer the act and came around on the 
other side of the tent and disappeared.

justice and to assist in every way pos- 
sible to apprehend the guilty party, 
agreed to have the prisoner bound over 
to await developments and the possible 
capture of the murderer. The prisoner 
was accordingly bound over in the sum 
of f500. 


THB PRISONER HICES,

Hicks was assigned to the duties of

for AlaraorCxIst^-Qold En Boat« 
to America. 


Nsw YOBE, Aug. 21.—Considerable 
uneasiness prevailed in Wall street to- 
day on account of the report of distr^s 
among the merchants and urgent need 
of financial relief. 
Estimates of a re- 
duction of 13.000,000 to 15,000,000 in 
tomorrow's reserve in the banks' state- 
ment and of a conesponding heavy 
shrinkage in deposits encouraged the 
expectation of an early issue of clearing 
house certificates by the banks and it 
was reported that a meeting of the 
clearing house committee had been 
called to take action in the matter. A 
representative of the Associated Presa 
made a careful canvass of leading bank 
officials and elicited a unanimous ex- 
pression of opinion that there was no 
need for an issue of certificates at the 
moment, and that such an issue would 
only be 
made 
in 
case 
of 
ex- 
treme necessity. 
No 
meeting 
has 
been called to consider the issue 
of certificates. 
A banker in close 
touch with the mercantile situation 
says that undoubtedly some of the 
merchants need money, but that most 
of the largest maturities passed off all 
right at the first of the month and that 
most of 
the 
weak concerns have 
been weeded out. 
A limited market is 
reported today for the choicest grades 
of mercantile paper at 8 per cent. 
Time money is an unknown quantity 
at 6 per cent, and commissions. 


A private cable reports an advance 
in the price of gold bullion in London 
and that the bank of England has 
sold for shipment to the United States 
200,000 pounds in American eagles. 
Lazard Freres eays that they ¿ave 
engaged in all }2 500,000 in gold for 
import to this country. 
All of the 
gold comes from France and $1,000,000 
was shipped on the Normannia, which 
sailed yesterday. 
Every dollar of it 
will remain in New York. 


A London cablegram to the Evening 
Post today says: "Two hundred thous- 
and pounds in bar gold and eagles has 
been sold by the Bank of England. 
The shipment from France, which I 
cibled about yesterday, ($500,000 in 
gold) is confirmed.

This is certainly encouraging news, 
for it insures a season of prosperity to 
all. 
Political howlers may howl and 
predict all sorts of evil to the nation 
and the people by the adoption of a 
certain course of national policy, but 
the country will go on prospering, not- 
withstanding their partisan prophesies, 
and be the greatest nation on the face 
of the earth. 


In commenting on this promise of 
phenomenal crops for this year, the 
Chicago Chronice says: 
"The farmeis 
themselves, will not be the only factors 
in the 
improved 
conditions. 
The 
money that they receive for their crops 
will speedily find its way into all the 
channels of industry. 
Not a single line 
of business but will profit, directly or 
indirectly, by the mighty harvest that 
is now promised all over the United 
States. 
Prosperous farmers mean a 
prosperous nation. 
No serious danger 
can threaten the nation so long as the 
earth puts forth her fruits in abundance 
and the tiller of the soil is prosperous 
and contented." 


Tlie Matter of Profit Sharing. 


What promised to prove a solution of 
one of the most intricate problems of 
industrial life a few years ago has 
already been practically abandoned as 
a failure. That is, the scheme to mini- 
mize, if not entirely eliminate, difier- 
•ences between employers and employes 
by the means of profit sharing or co- 
operation, has disappointed expecta- 
tions, and of the fifty establishments 
which adopted the method only twelve 
are still pursuing it. The hard times, 
which wrecked so many expectations, 
were esp^ially destructive of the hopes 
built on profit sharing, for, while it 
might have worked admirably while 
there were profits to share, it proved a 
barren s ideality when there were no 
profits to divide among the employes or 
the owners eith,er. During the last 
four years a good many business con- 
cerns have been conducted on that 
basis, and the employes, who willingly 
enough accepted a share of the profits, 
however smalli when there were profits, 
indignantly declined to hold such a 
relation with the establishihent when 
there were none. 


Theid«^ which influenced employ- 
ers to experimentation in the matter 
of profit sharing were various. 
In the 
first places, the philanthropic notion of 
rewarding faithful employes entered 
into it more or lees, and an equally 
commendable spirit of 
encouraging 
others to fidelity was not absent. 
But 
it may be assumed that there was more 
selfishnesB than sentiment in it, all 
things considered. 
It was hoped that 
by giving employes a chance to share 
in the profits the inclination to strike 
would be decreased. Strikes are the 
greatest profit 
destroying 
agencies 
known to industrial life, and. sagacious 
business men were ready to ofifer an in- 
ducement to employies to refrain from 
such an extremity in the event of dif-t 
ferences. Then it was conceived that 
such an arrangement between employer 
andemploye would-tend to prolong 
the tenure of service. 
An employe 
that is worth anything becomes more 
valuable to the employer with each 
additional year of service, tmd the ex- 
pectation that the arrangement would 
serve as a sort of bond to bind them 
together had a good deal to do with 
the tender of a relationship that, in a 
measure at least, equalized conditions. 


The various firms which adopted this 
system of cultivating amity, or iat least 
closer rflations with their employes, 
had different systems of achieving the 
result. Some of them fixed a date for 
the distribution of the fund and lim 
ited the beneficiaries to those who had 
served the firm for a given period. 
Others arranged for a settlement every 
six months and included all among the 
sharers who were employed at the 
beginning of that period and continued 
to the end. Still others have given the 
employes shiures in the capital stock to 
be paid for out of the profits wh'oh 
would accrue in proportion to the 
amount ot t^eir earnings. 
But, the 
most common method was to divide all 
the profits over and above a certain 
sum among the employes, the share 
each being determined by the amount 
of the wages. In. one conspicuous case 
in a New England factory six per cent, 
of all the profits over and above the 
expenses of the business was divided. 
But when there were no profits, one 
method worked no better than another, 
and all were abandoned in thirty-eight 
out of the fifty cases brought to notice. 


Everybody knows the cause of the 
failure of what has been called the 
co-operative system of business. 
Years 
ago, when small concerns competed 
with each other for trade, a few indus 
trious and intelligent men might get 
together and with little capital beyond 
their skill and tact conduct a profitable 
trade in merchandising and manufac 
turin'g. But of late years consolidations 
and incorporations have combined to 
make large capital an essential to suc- 
cess, and co operation is consequently 
shut out. 
It is not so easy to discover 
why the profit 
sharing 
enterprises 
failed, however. 
The system is more 
or less complicated, it is true, and some 
of those concerned are not always able 
to understand the accounts and that 
creates disEatisfaction. 
But in mcBt 
cases the trouble comes from the fact 
that the statements that no profits 
have been earned within the given 
period are not always believed, and 
then those who are disappointed in 
their expectations of receiving a snug 
gratuity on Eettlement day complain 
that they have been badly treated. 
In 
other words, they think 
fidelity 
has 
been procured under false pretenses 
and that sentiment creates dissatisfac- 
tion on both sides. 


The cardinal doctrine oi the SDciaii.sts 
is that all mankind are brethren. They 
clap themselves on the breast and say: 
"Behold us socialists. When all man- 
kind are like us, all mankind will be 
brethren and all will be happy, pros- 
perous and good. See how we love one 
another." Yet at the mooting of the 
socialist cougrcss in Loudou the French 
brethren raised a storm of howls, hisses 
and crics of rage and hate at sight of a 
body of socialists from Germany. How 
is this for universixl brotherhood? 


W h a t t h e Jfew E d u c a t i o n Is. 


Wo havQ been much interested in try- 
ing to find out whether there is any such 
thing as a new education. The profess- 
ors claim there is. They eay now there 
is not only au education, but a study of 
education. 
Wo observe that tho more 
learned and famous they aro tho more 
they befog us whou they try to tell us 
just what the now education is. 
Per- 
haps this is only natural, since tho more 
learned a man is tho more long words 
he will be familiar with and the more 
he will be tempted to lug them into his 
lectures and to talk over our heads. 


A good specimen of this sort of claw- 
ing after the infinite and the inexpressi- 
ble is seen in a paper by Professor Nicho- 
las Murray Butler. 
Professor Nicholas 
Murray Butler begins in this promising 
way: 
"There are three avenues of ap- 
proach to the study of education and in 
I each of them the evolutionary point of 
view is not only illuminating but con- 
trolling. 
These three avenues Qre the 
physiological, the psychological and the 
sociologicaL " We defy anybody living 
to make out from Professor Murray But- 
ler's alleged explanation of these state- 
menta what ho means by them. 
We 
leave them therefore in a fog and pass 
on to another cheerful announcement 
It is that at present there is a wide- 
spread interest in "two psychological 
doctrines of the greatest importance to 
all teachers—namely, the doctrine of ap- 
perception »nd the doctrine of interest. " 


In the name of the human race and 
of common sense we protest against this 
rubbish which is lately filling educa- 
tional magazines. 
It will befog and 
disgust really conscientious teachers; 
it will tend to make vain and shal- 
low ones think they know something 
when they do not 
If these foggy old 
gentlemen mean by psychology that ev- 
ery teacher should study carefully the 
peculiar tendencies 
and mental and 
moral and phj^sical characteristics of 
each pupil and try to develop each one's 
powers of observation w d reasoning, 
then let them say so in plain S^glish. 
Until they do they will never make the 
ordinary intelligent person believe they 
really know anything at alL 


The Island of St. Thomas. 


When General Grant was. president, 
one of his pet schemes was the purchase 
from Denmark of the little island of St 
Thomas in the West Indian watez& 
Secretary Sewaitì also favored the p l ^ , 
but it fell through at that time. 


Denmark has three little islands in a 
group, St Thomas, St John and Santa» 
Omz. She would willingly sell them 
any day to the United States. They are 
an expense to her. They woold also be 
an expense to the United Stp,tes,,much 
the same as Fort Monroe and other 
militaiy and naval stations are azi ex- 
pense. But Denmark does not need the 
little islands in the West Indies. 
The 
United States does, if we'Me to main- 
tain ourselves as a naval power. 
We 
need a coaling station for our ships in. 
the West Indies. The acqtrisitiop. of the 
three Damsh-islands, would give us this. 
It is not well that a nation so great as 
the United States should havei on her 
southern and southeastern bonder snch 
great groups of islands as are<compriBed 
in the West India collectioa and ha«re 
all but one of them owned byiEi»oi)eaai 
nations hostile to us in every: sense of 
the word. 


St Thomas and St John« can be 
bought from Denmark for thè ' say sa 
For acquiring the third islanid,,Santa 
Cruz, the consent of France is; neces- 
sary, owing to an international vtreaty 
between her and Denmark, but\ that 
could doubtless be easily obtained« The 
whole batch of islands can be bought 
for a few million dollars, and their in- 
habitants want to come to ua

During their long separation 
the wife remarried and the husband 
took a second wife. Now, each of these 
later partners have died and the couple 
have been re-united for life. A stranger 
part of the tale is that their daughter, 
while she mourned her father as dead, 
ma. ried the son of her mother's then- 
living husband. This couple is separ- 
ated now by the antipathy 
to the 
daughter's husband shown the father. 


Forty-six years ago, at Cowan, near 
Sutton, Yorkshire, England, Thomas 
Davey, a young shoemaker, selected as 
a life partner the belle of the town, a 
handsome 
young 
woman, who had 
been courted by all the young men in 
the vicinity. After their marriage they 
lived most happily together, and two 
children, Elizabeth anS Edward, were 
born. But Davey had ambitions to be 
rich, and believed that fortune would 
not come to him in England. After a 
long consultation with his young wife,

who had then been his bride but four 
years, it was decided that he should 
come to America. . This was with the 
expectation that as ^on as he was 
able he would send to England for 
the wife and children. 


Davey, after landing at New York 
in 1854, went first to Pottsvllle, where 
he remained some time, but prospered' 
there but little better than he had^ 
done in his native country. 
After 
sever^^ months he received no letter 
from home, and then came the in- 
formation, which was told to him by 
a friend who had Just arrived from 
England, that his wife had. died, and 
that his children were being cared for 
by his relatives. 
Thé information 
saddened him ,and he drifted aimlessly 
into the anthracite coal region. 
Then 
he came to Allegheny, where he open- 
ed a shoe store on Laoo'ck street. 


From that time on the man prosper- 
ed. Slowly but surely he began to ac- 
cumulate money, and it wà^ not long 
until he had purchased the property 
where his shop was. 
So busy was 
he in his endeavors to amaaa a fortune 
that he ceased to write to his relatitëà 
in England. 
He continued making 
and repairing shoes and buying small 
additions to his property. 
At the ex- 
piration of over twenty years in Alle- 
gheny (and never having heard from 
his brother or chilren) Davey turned 
his thoughts to a second marriage. He 
had met à widow, Bessie Spencer, who 
then was keeping a small restaurant 
in Water street, Pittsburg, and paid 
court to her. They were married and 
joined 
their 
possessions, making a 
Slim which almost 
equalled 
$10,000. 
They lived happily together in the old 
house on Lacock street. 
About five 
ago years ago Davey built the house 
he lives in, at the corner of Rebecca 
and Corry streets, the first ward, and 
took his second wife there. 


One of Davey's intimate friends was 
Frederick Smith, a retired 
furniture 
manufacturer and seller, who resided 
at 183 Lacock street. Smith was par- 
tially familiar 
with the history of 
Davey. Two yeaife ago last June,while 
the second Mrs. Davey was alive. Smith 
and his wife went for a visit to their 
native home, Dewsbury, Lancashire, 
England. 
While 
they 
were 
there 
Smith received a letter from Davey, 
making 
kindly 
inquiries 
of his 
health and telling him of his property 
affairs in Allegheny. He added a post- 
script 
requesting Smith to go to 
Cowan and make inquiries of his 
brother John as to the whereabouts of 
his two children. 


Smith did as he was requested. He 
found on a visit to Cowan that John 
Davey was dead, but John's son took 
him to the house of another brother, 
William. Smith told William that he 
had met his brother Thomas in Ameri- 
ica, and that he was well and prosper- 
ing. 
This information was BO sur- 
prising to William that his disbelief 
was expressed in an emphatic manner. 
"You are a liar," he said to Smith, 
"and the man who says he is my 
brother is an impostor. Why, our Tom 
has been dead for thirty years." 


Smith showed William the letter In 
his brother's handwriting, and con- 
vinced him of the truth of what he 
had said. Then Wiliam took Smith to 
the home of Thomas' wife, and. there a 
complication of stranger interest was 
fif.TToioT^'-^ Mrs •pavpv. believing her- 
self a widd'w, had married John Briggs 
and was a widow the second 
time. 
From the original Mrs. Davey and her 
daughter Elizabeth, now grown to ma- 
ture womanhood. Smith leaned their 
story. 
' 


After her husband's departure Mrs. 
Davey had written to him regularly at 
Pottsville, and his letters In reply had 
always been of the most affectionate 
natura 
Then they ceased altogether, 
without any explanation. 
After wait- 
ing for five years to hear from him sev- 
eral letters having been returned un- 
opened, it was decided that he had 
died, and the wife married Briggs, a 
widower, who had a son named John. 
Edward Davey, the son whom Thomas 
had left behind, died at an early age 
leaving Mrs. Davey only her daughter, 
Elizabeth, to comfort her in her sor- 
row. 


After the marriage of Mrs. Davey to 
Briggs the two children by their 
former marriages were brought to 
live with the couple, and soon there 
sprang up an attachment between them 
which terminated in their marriage. 


When five years ago John Briggs 
died, his widow, ae she was supposed 
to be, went to live with her daughter 
and stepson-in-law. 
This was the eon- 


dition or 'affairs that 
Srnith foui^S 
when -he went to England. On Smith's 
return to this country, and after he had 
related all the particulars to Davey, 
the latter was almost distracted over 
the condition of affairs. With his first 
wife the widow of a second husband, 
his daughter the wife of this other 
man's son, and he the husband of an- 
other woman, ihis affairs 
could not 
have been more complicated. 


On July 18, 1895, the second Mrs. 
Davey died, without having borne her 
husband any children, 
Davey had 
prospered further, and the $10,000 he 
'had when he married Mrs. Spencer 
grew until It was more than $60,000. 
He has houses in the First, Second, 
Third, Fourth and Fifth wards, and 
his rentals every month bring him in 
a goodly sum. 
But he was 71 years 
old, had forgotten the face of his 
daughter, had been separated from his 
wife for forty-one 
years, and was 
lonely. 


He sought the aid of Smith again, 
and through him opened negotiations 
for the coming to America of his wife, 
his daughter and her husband. Smith 
sent the money to them. At this time 
Davey was on what he believed to be 
'his deathbed, and he made a will, giv- 
ing all hie property to his daughter. 
Smith, In writing to her, toW her to 
bring her mother's marriage certifi- 
cate and the register of her birth and 
christening, so that, in the event of 
Davey's death before her arrival, she 
could get the estate. 


The result of these negotiations were 
that, on last Thanksgiving day,Davey's 
daughter and her husband, with their 
children, 
arrived In this 
country. 
Davey's wife could not then bring her- 
self to a point where she could meet 
her former husband, but she prom- 
ised that she might do so at some fu- 
ture time. 


All did not go well after the arrival 
of the ycJunger couple. 
The old man 
thought a great deal of his daughter, 
but every time he looked at her hus- 
band he saw In him the imajge of the 
man who had been his wife's husband. 
So strong did his dislike for the young 
man grow that the latter was finally 
compelled to leave his home and re- 
turn to England, his wife, however, 
r^alnlng in this country with .^er 
father. 
Briggs is now living at 23 
Belfleld Old Road, Rockdale, Lanca- 
shire. 


Many letters were sent to the orig- 
inal Mrs. Davey, and finally she con- 
sented to Join her husband here. She 
arrived ten days ago, and the pathetic 
meeting that occurted cannot be de- 
scribed. Davey is now 72 years of age, 
and his wife is only two years his 
junior. 
The explanations that were 
made on both sides were perfectly sat- 
isfactory, and the couple are now liv«

ing under thOf same roof, with 
their

ing on a young lady and stayed quite 
late. 
As he left the house he said: 
"I am going to shoot myself," but as 
he had been in good ihumor all even- 
ing the remark was passed as a joke. 
A few minutes later a platol shot was 
heard and the young lady and her 
father, Slurrying to the spot, ^und 
yòiing Byers dead from a pistol shot in 
the center of the forehead. 
No càuse 
has as yet been assigned for the deéd. 


BLIND BOYS AT BALL. 


A KENTUCKY 
INSTITUTE FOR 
THOSE AFFLICTED. 


Some Feonllar Features of the Game— 
H'pw It Differs from the Resalar 
PlayInK — Harveloaa Banniog and 
Fleldlnsr. 


HOULD the Louis- 
ville baseball club 
at the close of the 
season 
haye suc- 
ceeded 
in suc- 
cessfully defending 
twelfth place in the 
pennant 
race 
it 
may 
earn 
fresh 
laurels by challeng- 
Ihg and probably 
defeating the nine 
from the Kentucky 
Institute for the Blind, which Is located 
near the Falls city, says the New York 
Journal. 


It has often been said of New York's 
"Giants" that "they played like blind 
men," and the expression has been tak- 
en simply on the ecstatic figure of 
speech of some frenzied "rooter," and 
to mean that they did not play ball at 
all. Now the comparison may be gra- 
phic enough, and truthful, perhaps, on 
occasion, if the idea to be conveyed is 
simply that of loose and ragged play- 
ing, for as a matter of very strange 
fact, blind men can and do play base- 
ball, and derive a very considerable 
amount of pleasure, as well as physical 
benefit out of the national game. 


In the Kentucky institute there are 
two regularly organized nines, between 
which there Is the fiercest rivalry, and 
the Institute pennant is as highly prized 
and will be as bitterly contested for aa 
that gaudy strip of bunting which, 
whatever 
happens 
will 
not wave 
next year over the Polo grounds. 


Prof. R. B. Huntoon of the Kentucky 
school, describing baseball among the 
blind, makes the astounding statement 
by way of preface that among the boys 
and young men who must go through 
life in darkness there Is a fondness for 
athletic exercises and an ambition to 
excel in feats of physical power al- 
most as deep founded as among the 
students of the universities. 


The gymnasium is well patronized 
and field sports are in high favor, nota- 
bly sprinting, longer races up to a mile, 
running jump, hopskip-and-jump and 
putting weights. 
Intense excitement 
prevails during these contests, the re- 
sults of which must be reported by 
word of mouth to both contestants and 
"spectators." 


The baseball game differs, of course, 
in many of its details from the reg- 
ular games played by the youth of 
America. The diamond is not of reg- 


ulation size but Is of regulation lorm. 
The distance between bases is but 
forty feet. Instead of ninety. The In- 
fielders are stationed the same as in a 
National league game, with the excep- 
tion that there is a right shortstop, 
thus making ten men» to a side, an ar- 
rangement once seriously ponsidered 
by professional ball managers. In the 
outfield, on public games, there is an 
unlimited number of players, each tak- 
ing a turn at the bat, first moving up 
one position whenever a batsman is 
put out. 


The catcher sits on the ground, well 
back from the home plate, and, to guard 
against injury, he wears a mask and a 
chest protector. His position is such 
that when the pitcher delivers a ball 
it strikes the ground just between his 
knees and is taken on the short bound. 


The batsman takes tt.s position at 
the plate, with a heavy fiat bat, some- 
what like those used in cricket. The 
umpire, who must be a man of unim- 
paired vision, calls upon the pitcher 
to get ready and then clearly sings out 
"One, two, three!" At the word three 
the pitcher must loyally delivery the 
ball. He pitches in the slow, under- 
hand way peculiar to the game twenty- 
five or thirty years ago, the idea being 
to deliver a ball that can be Hit by the 
batsman, who, standing there in the 
darkness, with a sharpened sense of 
hearing and a wonderful conception 
of the time that must elapse before 
the ball reaches, him, is prepared to 
strike. 


Baseball writers often refer to "the 
whlsh of the ball as. like an arrow, it 
fairly split the apace over the home 
plate." To the quickened sense of the 
blind this "whlsh of the ball" is a 
reality, and it Is astonishing, guided by 
this refined development of the hearing 
faculty, how often the ball Is struck by 
the batsman. 


If tbe batsman should miss the ball 
bounces into the catcher's lap and is 
ai once returned to the pitcher by a 
single toes with a precision that Is 
wonderful. 
When the ball is batted 
the umpire calls out quickly to the 
fielder, in whose direction It is travel- 
ing, and he, guided by a sense of hear-t 
ing, either catches the ball or follows 
it In its course through the grass. Six 
strikes are an out. In fielding any num- 
ber of bounds are permitted. If thé 
batted balMs a "hot-liner" and travel- 
ing straight for an infielder's head, the 
umpire shouts a warning, and in such 
cases the endangered player ducks or 
falls to the turf. 


It is possible. In fact, the ball is fre- 
quently fielded to first In time to put 
out the nmner. When throwing to first 
the assisting player, who is ptidèd by 
the voice of the batsman, calculates 
the distance with nicety and throws 
the ball so that It strikes the ground 
a few yards in front of the batsman. 
The latter hears it coming and usually 
gots it without 
further 
assistance. 
Running bases was formerly a difficult 
thing. There were then three trees on 
the diamond, toward which the runner 
ran with outstretched hands. 
Bags 
have since been substituted for bases 
and the runner is guided by the voice 
of the batsman, who Is required to 
shout "First, first, first.'.' In like man- 
ner the other bags are wori. Once on a 
base the runner IS pretty sur« t® get 
home, unledfi his side di^a at the home^^ 
plate. 


THE YOUNGER DICKENS. 


Commonplace Sons and Daughters of the 
Great XovelUt. ' 


It is only natural that the death of 
Charles Dickens, Jr., has, revived a 
temporary Interest in his father alone 
says an exchange. 
"Sa;d Is the heri- 
tage of a great name!" wrote George 
W. Curtis In the "Potiphar Papers." 


We should dread to be bom a Percy 
or a Colonna or a Bonaparte. We 
should not like to be the second duke 
of Wellington, nor. Charles Dickens, Jr. 
It is a terrible thing, one would say, 
fo a mind of honorable feeling to be 
pointed out as somebody's son or uncle 
or granddaughter, as if the excellence. 
were all derived." Curtis wrote this in 
1855, when Charles Dickens, Jr., was 
actually in existence—indeed, he was 
theh a stalwart boy of 18—but had hot 
yet begun a career that was at once 
handicapped and promoted by the fact 
that he was his father's son. His abili- 
ties were of. the moderate order which 
would at least have escaped opprobriuna 
if he had represented only himself but. 
would hardly have won for hiin the 
editorship of "All the Year Round'^ had 
he not been the literary legatee of 
Charles Dickeiis. The younger Charles 
leaves eight daughters, so the line of 
descent is likely to continue and the 
blood of the great novelist will keep 
its hold upoh eternity. Biit so far it 
seems to have exhausted itself in the 
great protagonist and after that bril- 
liant flowering has run to seed. The 
only writing done by the grandchildren 
is typewriting, two of the girts having 
an oflSce in London. Of the sons of the 
novelist two, despite the fact that they 
were baptized Alfred Tennyson and 
Edward Bulwer Lytton Dickens, are 
plain, prodding real estate agents in 
Australia. Henry Fielding Dickens is 
a barrister of no special renown. Three 
oth6r sons died without giving a sign. 
Of the daughters, Mary, the eldest, has 
given absolute evidence of all lack of 
literary ability by publishing some 
novels of which the least said the bet- 
ter. 
Kate, the second, ,was the only 
brilliant offspring, but her talent took 
the form of art rather than literature. 
She married successively two artists, 
the last being Perugini. Sir John Mil- 
lais was so great an admirer of Kate's 
beauty that he painted her in his 
famous "Black Brunswicker." He ad- 
mired her talent sufficiently to give her 
instructions in art. She has had no 
children. 


Colonies and No Colonists. 


What the French colonies covet above 
all things are colonists. The need Is 
for more men. But in colonizing, as in 
all other things, the factor of competi- 
tion appears. Only a definite number of 
colonists leave Europe every year and 
for them the colonies of the world in- 
formally compete, offering this or that 
advantage to the Intending settler. But 
one of the first things the colonist wants 
to know is whether living will be fairly 
cheap in the place of which he is think- 
ing. 
"Can I get the things I want to 
build my house and work my farm rea- 
sonably cheap, and will the comforts I 
shall want for myself and my family be 
procurable at moderate prices?" 


These are the sort of questions that 
occur to the "balancing" colonist. But 
as regards the French colonies a close 
investigation can prove only one thing 
—namely, that settlers in them are 
handicapped by high tariffs and the 
dear prices that follow high tariffs. 
Hence the French colonies find it ex- 
tremely difficult to attract colonists. 
Italians, Germans and Englishmen who 
are 
going to leave Europe find the 
French colonies too dear, and even the 
few Frenchmen who voluntarily "exile 
themselves" prefer places where they 
will not be pursued by the general tar- 
iff. The result is that the French col- 
onies are without colonists.—Spectator.

What promised to prove a solution of 


one of the most intricate problems of 
industrial life ?. few years ago has 
already been practically abandoned 
HB 


a failure. 
That is, the Bcheme to mini- 


mus. it not entirely eliminate, dilig- 
ences between employers and employes 
by tho means of profit sharing or co- 
operation, has disappointed expecta- 
tions, and of the 
fifty establishments 


which adopted the method only twelve 
are still pursuing it. The hard times, 
which wrecked so many expectations, 
wore especially destructive of the hopes 
built on profit sharing, for, while it 
might have worked admirably while 
there were profits to share, it proved a 
barren ideality when there were no 
profits to divide among the employes or 
the owners either. During the last 
four years a good many tusiness con 
cerns have been conducted on that 
baais, and the employes, who willingly 
enough accepted a share of the profits, 
however small, when there were profits, 
indignantly declined to hold ouch a 
relation with the establishment when 
there were none. 


The ideas which influenced employ- 


ers to experimentation in the matter 
of profit Bharing were various. In the 
first places, the philanthropic notion of 
rewarding faithful employes entered 
into it more or lees, and an equally 
commendable spirit of 
encouraging 


others to fidelity was not absent. But 
it may be assumed that there was more 
selfishness than sentiment in it, all 
things considered. It was hoped that 
by giving employes a chance to share 
in the profits the inclination to strike 
would be decreased. 
Strikes are the 


greatest profit 
destroying 
agencies 


known to industrial life, and sagacious 
business men were ready to offer an in- 
ducement to employes to refrain from 
buch an extremity in the tvent of 
dif- 


ferences. Then it was conceived that 
such an arrangement between employer 
and employe would tend to prolong 
the tenure of tervice. An employe 
that is worth anything becomes more 
valuable to the employer with each 
additional year of service, and the ex- 
pectation that the arrangement would 
serve as a sort of bond to bind them 
together had a good deal to do with 
the tender of a relationship that, in a 
ineaeure at least, equalized conditions. 


The various firms which adopted this 


system o? cultivating amity, or at least 
closer relations with their employes, 
had different systems of achieving the 
result. Some of them fixed a date for 
the distribution of the fund and lira 
ited the beneficiaries to those who had 
served the firm for a given period. 
Others arranged for a settlement every 
six months and included all among the 
sharers who were employed at tho 
beginning of thit period acd continued 
to the end. Still others have given the 
employes shares in the capital stock to 
be paid for out of the profits wlrch 
would accrue in proportion to tho 
amount of thtir earnings. But tho 
most common method wna to divide all 
the profits over and above a certain 
turn among the employes, the ehare 
each being determined by the amount 
of the wages. In one conspicuous case 
in a New England factory six per cent 
of all the prcfits over and above the 
expenses of the business was divided. 
But when there were no profits, cne 
method worked no better than another, 
and all were abandoned in thirty-eight 
out of the fifty cases brought to notice. 


Ererjbody knows the cause of the 


failure of wh"4t has been called the 
co operative system of business. Years 
ago, when small concerns competed 
with each other for trade, a few indus 
trious and intelligent men might get 
together and with little capital beyond 
their skill and tact conduct a profitable 
trade in merchandising and mannfac 
turin'g. But of late years consolidations 
and incorporations have combined to 
mafee large capital an essential to imc- 
cess, and cooperation ;s consequently 
shutout 
It is not so er.sy to discover 


why the profit 
sharing enterprises 


failed, however. The system is more 
or less complicated, it is true, and some 
of those concerned nro not always ab'.o 
to underMnnd tho accounts r.ud that 
creates dis.-nlisfaction. 
But in mcst 


cisei the trouble conies Iroru the fact 
that the statements that no proSts 
have been earned within the givfr. 
period are not always believed, and 
then those who arc disappointed in 
their expectations of receiving a snug 
gratuity on settlement day complain 
that they have been badly treated. 
In 


other words, they think fidelity has 
bfeu procured under false pretenses 
and that sentiment creates dissatisfac- 
tion on both sides.
